Much of that lethargy 
may be blamed justly on the fact 
that the buying public today is 
less home-minded. 


"Make your home loan payment 


first-from the top of the purse" 
is the daily advice of home financ- 
ing leaders to home borrowers. 
Building and loan officers realize 
that no matter how one stretches 
m comes to meet outgo, sometimes 
there are left-over bills. In such a 
situation "something must wait," 
but Luilding and loan officers in- 
sist that " that something should 
never be the home loan payment." 


Of the 400,000 home loan bor- 


rowers in Ohio, less than one per- 
cent are failing to make their pay- 
ments regularly.
